It was for this that four masked men 


broke into her house about 2 o'clock Wed- 
nesday mornm?. In their determination 
to compel her to show the hiding place of 
her supposed fortune, the masked robbers 
strung her up by a rope until she. was al- 
most insensible. 
They then burned her 


feet, ripped tbe clothing from her body, 
examined every searn in her garments, 
which they tore to threads., and subjected 
her to all the indignities and brutalities in 
the calendar of crimes. 


The would-be robbers finally secured 70 


cents and left the old lady lying at the 
point of death, the flesh on her feet being 
burned almost to the bone.

PHYSICAL CULTUitK. 


The question of engaging a special teach- 


er of physical culture for the schools of 
this city is soon to come before tbe scuooi 
tioard for consideration. 


It, is important that the health should 


not he neglected while the mental faculties 
are being trained anj developed. Ii is not 
necessary or desiiable that a special teach- 
er should go to evirry school in the city to 
conduct exercises iu calisthenics or in phy- 
sical culture, but it is verj desiiable that 
all the teachers or at, least a« «nany of them 
as are capable of learning and conducting 
the exercises should acquire the ability to 
do so, from training under a competent 
teacher of physical culture. 


It is not an unfreqwnt, thine to find 


many girls and bnys thin and emaciated 
from constant study and a want of exer- 
cise. If normal training were introduced 
it would afford the boys in the higher 
grades an opportunity of having healthy 
exercise; but some special coarse in plysi- 
cal culture seems to be necessary for the 
tfrls. The addition of physical culture as 
a branch of training in the schools will be i 
a step in advance and one in the direction 
of improving the hsailb of the pupils and 
thereby extending their capacity for work 
whether it be mental or physical.
